Chicago, June 22.—Theodore Roose­ 
velt was nominated for president on 
fan independent ticket tonight in the 
dying hours of the republican na­ 
tional convention in which 
he 
bad 
met defeat. 
The followers of Roosevelt gath­ 
ered at Orchestra hall and pledged 
their support to the former president. 
In accepting, Col. ‘Roosevelt appealed 
to the people of all classes, regardless 
of party affiliations, to stand with the 
founders of the new* party, one of 
whose cardinal principles, he said, 
would be, “Thou shalt not steal ” 
The informal nomination of Roose­ 
velt is said to be chiefly for the pur­ 
pose of effecting a temporary organ­ 
ization, beginning tomorrow', when a 
call will be issued for a state con­ 
vention of Illirois and the work of or­ 
ganization will then be pushed state 
by state. 
Later, probably in early 
August, a national convention will be 
held. 
Roosevelt, in accepting the nomina­ 
tion, said he did so on 
the 
under­ 
standing that he would willingly step 
aside if it should be the desire of the 
new party, when organized, to select 
another candidate.

This island, the most east­ 
ern of the Polynesian 
group,

lonely dot of land, forty-five miles in 
rrca, 2,000 miles 
from 
the 
South 
American coast. 
Facing the sea on 
the island are 
enorm ous platforms, 
m ade of iincemented stones, some of 
which weigh five tons. Some of 
the 
rca walls are thirty feet high and 200 
feet long. On the land side are broad 
terraces, also of stone, bearing ped­ 
estals on which form erly stood huge 
figures carved from lava. 
Most of 
these 
images 
have 
been 
thrown 
down, hut there are 55ft of them on 
the island. One is 08 feet high, with 
a nose 11 feet long. The figures all 
extend from head to hips, 
with re­ 
ceding foreheads, broad 
noses, 
thin 
lips and powerful chinse There is no 
m etal on the island and the only tool 
found was a pre-historic chisel, with 
which it would seem impossible to 
execute such collossal works. More­ 
over the island, with Its scanty wa­ 
te r supply could not have supported 
enough, people to

the figures

w here 
they were 
m ade to the platforms. Some of the 
statutes weigh 250 tons.

A popular theory is 
that E aster Island

eclipse of the? past week, and which 
will not be o 'e r for another w’eek, 
has placed the appropriation bills in 
a peculiar position. 
The house and 
senate are in alm ost total eclipse be­ 
cause of the national 
conventions, 
and appropriation bills are being held 
up. 
This m eans th a t the bills will 
not be passed until after the begin­ 
ning of the new fiscal year, and will 
probably necessitate a joint resolu­ 
tion continuing the present supply 
hills into the next fiscal year. 
The 
last tim e th a i congress found itself 
In a predicam ent of this kind was 
during the F ifty-third congress, n ear­ 
ly tw enty years ago. 
A bill is before the house to change 
the 
death 
sentence in the District 
from hanging to electrocution. 
The 
District com m issioners have gone on 
record in favor of the bill, although 
Commissioner Rudolph is opposed to 
capital punishm ent. 
T he 
bill 
pro­ 
vides th a t a jury could qualify a ver­ 
dict of m urder in th e first degree by 
adding “without capital punishm ent,” 
in which case the punishm ent would 
be life imprisonment. 
The big wind storm 
this 
week, 
which was so general over the coun­ 
try, gave a better indication then any­ 
thing else could do of the num ber of 
trees which help m ake W ashington 
the beautiful city it is. 
A conserva­ 
tive estim ate places the num ber of 
trees which wrere dam aged 
by 
the 
storm at two 'housand. 
The attem pt of congress to legislate 
General Wood out of office as chief of 
staff of the 'r m v was not approved 
by President Taft. 
He vetoed the 
arm y appropriation bill 
because of 
the 
provision 
concerning 
General 
Wood, and it will not be possible to 
pass it over his veto. 
This indicates 
th a t the president will also veto the 
legislative appropriation bill, because 
it contains a provision to abolish the 
cc.mmerce court. 
The D istrict is in a fair way to have 
a new arm ory building. 
The bill pro­ 
viding for this arm ory has been ap­ 
proved by the senate committee, with 
an am endm ent limiting the cost to 
$1,750,000, one-half to be paid from 
the federal treasury and one-half from 
the revenues ^f the D istrict of Colum­ 
bia. 
The arm ory will contain ample 
floor space for inaugural balls and 
will 
be 
big enough for a national 
convention. 
Incidentally, it may be a 
good idea to have the national guard 
so handy for future national conven­ 
tions.

Tw’elve men from 
the * batPeship 
Utah, who were in the parade here 
Columbus day, have deserted.

Utah was under sealed orders to sail 
at an early date, and it is thought 
that these men were afraid that it 
had been ordered to Cuba.
